RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT AND ELECTION OF SPECIES 

This is in response to the Office Action mailed on July 29, 2003, in the above- 
identified patent application. 

Claims 1-81 are pending in the application. A two-way restriction requirement 
was set forth at page 2 of the Office Action and an election of species requirement 
was set forth at page 3 of the Office Action. For brevity, these rejections are not 



repeated herein but reference is made to the Office Action. Applicants respectfully 
traverse and request reconsideration and withdrawal of the restriction and election of 
species requirements. 

Applicants believe that when there is a linking claim encompassing the scope 
of pharmaceutical compositions comprising compounds and methods of treatment 
using the compositions, it is inappropriate to restrict the invention. Applicants 
believe that due to such commonality a complete examination of claims 1-81 would 
not cause undue burden. Therefore, reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
restriction requirement is respectfully requested.

To facilitate prosecution of the application and in order to comply with the 
Examiner's requirements, Applicants hereby provisionally elect with traverse the

65, 67, 68, 70, 71, 73, 74, 76, 77, 79 and 80) for initial examination in this 
application. 

Applicants provisionally elect with traverse nicotinic acid for initial 
examination. All of the pending claims are readable thereon. 

Applicants provisionally elect with traverse the compound of Formula (II) 
(ezetimibe) (shown at page 29 of the specification) for initial examination in this 
application. The claims readable thereon include claims 1-36 and 70-81. 

Examination on the merits for claims 1-81 is respectfully requested.
